As New Models Appear

Activity. 


July 15.—Passing of the half-way mark in 


July finds increasing activity in the automobile plants 


of Detroit and vicinity. 

In the first two weeks of the 
month production dropred to what 
will likely be the lowest levels of the 
entire year New mcdels are now 
coming off the assembly lines of a 
number of plants, with the result 
that an upward trend in output is 
being noticed. 

It is hardly likely, however, that 
this activity will result in the 
month showing a gain in produc- 
tion over June. Whatever gain 
may be made by some of the com- 
panies building new models will 
be lost by reduction by other pro- 
ducers. 

The total output for the entire 
industry in July is likely to show a 
drop of close to 20 per cent. under 
June, as compared with June’s de- 
cline of around 15 per cent. This 
will keep the figure above the 1928 
total, at any rate. and the expecta- 
tion that 1929 will be a record year 
seems certain to be realized. 

So far the output of the Ford 
factory has kept up well and the 
present daily rate is said to be 
above 7,500 cars and trucks a day, 
compared with around 8,000 in June. 

Chevrolet also continues at high 
levels and the Hudson-Essex out- 
put is well above last year at this 
time. 

On the basis of the output of all 


companies for the first half of the | 


month, it is expected that produc- 
tion in July will be about 450.000, 
compared with 535,000 in June. The 
official figure for last month has 
not yet been issued, but the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce estimate placed the total at 
535,000, compared with 635,000 in 
May. 


AUBURN REACHES FIFTH 
PLACE IN N. Y. SALES 


Auburn, Ind., July 15.—Showing a 
Steady increase in sales each month 
this year in the New York metro- 
politan district, Auburn reached 
fifth place in May in the number of 
eight-cylinder cars sold in that d's- 
trict, N. E. McDarby, drector of 
sales, announced. 

More than 150 crders for 8-99s 
were returned, McDarby sald, 
through the company’s inability to 
supply these models during May. 
The entire Auburn line showed a 
gain of 166 per cent. for the month 
in the metropolitan district over 
the same month last year, McDarby 
said, and June shipments show an 
increase. 


CANADA LETS DOWN 
BARS TO U. S. TOURISTS 


July 15.—In a bulletin 
to collectors of customs issued by 
the National Revenue Derartment, 


a more liberal construction is placed 
on the regulations governing the 
bringing in of motor cars by peo; le 
coming to Canada on _ transient 
business. Peretofore an American 
business man coming over to attend 
a meeting or to do other business 
has had to park his car in a garage. 
If he used it as a conveyance, save 
to and from the states, it was liable 
to seizure. There have been nu- 
merous embarrassing incidents. 
Now, subject to the prescribed 
regulations, the owner can use his 
car while here for any purpose he 
likes. It is believed that this will 
facilitate tourist traffic as well as 
being otherwise a convenience.

Nebraska Motor Insurance 
Becomes Effective July 25 


I INCOLN, Neb., July 15.—An 
4 order requiring all operators 
of taxicabs or other passenger ve- 
hicles for hire to file public lia- 
bility insurance policy or other 
surety for the protection of their 
passengers and the public in gen- 
eral, the order to go into effect 
July 25, has been issued by the 
State Railway Commission. The 
order is in keeping with a law 
passed by the 1929 state Legis- 
lature. 

“Rent-a-car” operators, however, 
are exempt from these requirements 
so far as cars are concerned which 
are operated by individuals in no 
way connected with or employed by 
the company. Where the car is 
operated by acompany employee the 
requirements will apply. 

The order requires either an in- 


surance policy paying up to $5,000) 
in case of injury or death to one! 


person, and $10,000 in case of in- 


jury or death to more than one} 
insurance | 


person, together with 
against property damage to the ex- 


er of $1,000; or a surety bond or 
other negotiable securities in the 
amounts of $10,000 for one car, $15,- 
000 for from two to five cars, $20,000 
for from six to ten cars, $25,000 for 
from eleven to twenty cars, $35,000 
for from twenty-one to forty cars, 
$45,000 for from forty-one to eighty 
cars, and $60,000 for more than 
eighty cars. 

All accidents where damage ex- 
ceeding $100 is done must be re- 
ported immediately to the railway 
commission. Every vehicle operated 
for hire will be required to display 
prominently a card from the rail- 
way commission showing that the 
owners have properly complied with 
the rules of the commission.

That prospect and the ever-in- 
creasing growth of the foreign mar- 
ket for American automobiles are 
seen as valuable assets to the indus- 
try by Col. Ayres 
He points out that this year has 
seen a vigorous growth in the ex- 
port business, despite the handicap 
of high duties and enormous regis- 
tration costs in some foreign coun- 
tries. In his monthly business bul- 
letin, Col. Ayres has the following 
to say of the automobile industry :— 

‘The automobile industry has to 
some extent made its rapid strides 
in past years by a process of sys- 
tematically turning to new devices 
and designs tending to increase its 
market. 

“The self-starter accomplished 
this once; four wheel brakes an- 
other time; balloon tires another 
time; closed bodies yet another. 

“Two new developments now are 
being spoken of in the industry as 
probabilities rather than possibil- 
ities. These are the front-wheel 
drive and the gn ag by stain- 
less steel of all parts now plated 
with nickel and chromium. 

“If these innovations are actually 
introduced successfully, the auto- 
mobile industry will once more have 
accomplished the remarkable feat oi 
increasing the buyer’s option. 

“It so happens that this year cf 
1929, which has brought the great- 
est domestic demand for automo- 
biles that there has ever been, also 
has developed the greatest export 
trade in them 

“In the first five months of the 
year the exports of motor cars have 
not fallen far short of being three 
times as great as were those of the 
corresponding months of 1928. 

“One interesting feature of this 
greatly enlarged export trade is that 
it is demanding increasing num- 
bers of light trucks. 

“In a recent survey of the costs 
to foreign purchasers of American- 
made cars,-it was shown that the 

export costs plus freightage and 
registration fees have greatly in- 
creased the total expenditure. Tak- 
ing cars priced in the immediate vi- 
cinity of $1,000 as a basis for com- 
putation it was found that in India.

to green. 

| Most people believe that the

| given time. This, however, does 


not happen, according to Mr. Crow- 
ley, because of the greater spacing 
required between vehicles operating 
at higher speeds.

Through Alvan Macauley and Alfred P. Sloan the industry 
expressed its willingness to accept the minimum protection | 
consonant with conserving the interests of American labor. | 
Few industries ever have approximated such moderation. | 

Mr. Macauley admirably summed up the point of view | 
of the automotive industry when he said: “Left on the duti- | 
able list at the nominal rate of 10 per cent. with a counter-| 
vailing duty we feel reasonably sure that relief could be had | 
if needed. 

“We cannot assume the responsibility of opening the | 
doors to free competition by foreign labor in American | 
markets through consenting to placing our commodity on 
the free list without first trying out a partial reduction, nor | 
do we believe that Congress should do so. 

“A number of foreign manufacturers of motor cars, | 
feeling keenly the competition of American manufacturers, | 
recently have adopted American methods and equipment, | 
including facilities of all kinds that have been developed in| 
this country; have engaged American management and_| 
skilled talent thoroughly familiar wit hour best practice, and | 
hope in time to be on a par with American manufacturers, | 
except perhaps in the matter of volume.” | 

The point is extremely well taken. We cannot tell 
what the oncoming years will bring forth in European | 
production. The adoption of American production | 
methods may very easily spread from one or two com- 
panies, such as Citroen in France, and Morris in England, 
to the entire industry of those nations. It has been a slow 
process for European manufacturers to adopt American 
manufacturing methods, because they violate every tradi- 
tion of European industry. But the wedge has been driven 
and the idea may gain widespread acceptance. It might 
easily be that European car makers could, by applying 
our methods, so reduce prices with their wage advantage 
that they could compete in an important way in our home | 
markets. | 

There are obvious reasons why such a condition is not 
likely to develop, but the possibility is there, and American 
manufacturers, as Mr. Macauley says, cannot accept the 
responsibility for sanctioning any tariff change that might | 
bring unpleasant consequences some years hence. 

The stand which Walter C. White, president of the 
White Company, took with regard to reduction in the present 
25 per cent. duty on commercial motor vehicles is also en-| 
tirely justified. Mr. White expressed the view that the sit- 
uation of the manufacturers of heavy-duty trucks and buses 
is entirely different from that of passenger-car producers. 
The truck industry is not so essentially a mass production 
development as is the passenger-car division. Truck makers 
have not the same advantage in competition with foreign 
hand-built products turned out by cheaper labor than our 
own. 


It is quite conceivable that foreign truck manufac- 
turers, enjoying the advantage of far lower wage scales, 
could place vehicle units on the docks of our cities at 
prices that might prove embarrassing to our home indus- 
try. The truck industry needs adequate protection for its 
continued development. 

In any consideration of the future development of auto-} 





motive manufacturing in foreign countries we cannot close| 
our eyes to the effect that will accrue from the establishment | 
of factories in those countries by American organizations. | 
General Motors, Ford, Willys-Overland and other companies | 
new have manufacturing plants in various foreign countries. | 
Alfred P. Sloan of General Motors stated before the com- 
mittee that his company had no intention of making cars 
abroad for importation to this country nor into export 
markets already covered from the United States.

% of Ohio’s Accidents 





Columbus, O., July 15 (U. T. P. 
S.).—The Farm Bureau Mutual 
Automobile Insurance Company 
has completed a study of traffic ac- 
cidents in Ohio covering a period 
of more than a year with the icea 
of discovering the cause for the ac- 
cidents and the remedy, if possible. 


It was found that a large majority | 


of the accidents are avoidable if 
drivers would exercise only ordi- 
nary care. 

The facts were discovered when 
2,527 cases were investigated. It 
was found that more than half of 


|the accidents, most of which con- 
|cerned farmers, were caused by lack 


of ordinary caution. In all 19 per 
cent., or 482, took place at cross- 
roads, street intersections or curves. 
It was found that accidents at 
crossroads and street intersections 


were usually caused by one driver | 


not paying attention as to which 
car had the right of way. On curves 
many of the accidents are caused 
by carelessness by drivers swinging 
wide. 
Accidents which happened when 
the car was making a turn totaled 
332, due in most part to improper 
signaling or lack of caution on the 
part of the driver making the turn. 

Parked cars figured in 275 acci- 
dents, while there were crashes in 
274 instances when one car passed 
another In this case the driver 
passing was to blame, as he failed 
to look ahead to see if he had space 
to cut in.

A HELPFUL application of the 
- oxy-acetylene cutting and weld- 
ing process has been found lately 
in changing automobile trucks from 


solid tires to pneumatic tires. The 
rims to accommodate pneumatic 
tires are manufactured separately 


and the common practice is to re- 
move the old style solid rim by cut- 
ting off each of the spokes as near 
as possible to the rim and welding 
a new type rim in place. The re- 
pair man will find that oxy-acety- 
lene cutting will produce a satisfac- 
tory solution to the problem, the 
blowpipe being used to make the 
cuts at the ends of the spokes. 

In some instances it is found ad- 
visable in removing solid tires from 
truck wheels to cut the rim on both 
sides of each spoke. The ends of 
these are then shaped and machined 
to the correct size to fit the rim. 
Another way is to use a smaller 
rim. The spokes are cut down to fit 
it and the larger size of pneumatic 
tire makes up the deficit in length 
ot the spoke. Figure 1 shows the 
hubs and spokes of some wheels 
which were cut off for this altera- 
tion. Bronze-welding has been found 
very satisfactory ior joining the 
spokes to the outer rim in the final 
‘iis method eliminates 


be necessary on account of irregular 
distribution of heat in welding the 
ends of the spokes to the rim. Fig- 
ure 3 shows two completed wheels 
which were remade by cutting the 
spokes and _ bronze-welding new 
rims. Re-equipping the truck with 
pneumatic tires cost this welder 
only about 1% hours’ time with the 
oxy-acetylene cutting blowpipe and 
the price of new rims. 

One firm engaged in the manu- 
facture of tire rims has made use 
of machine-cutting methods in this 
re-equipping process. Their busi- 
ness brought to them for new rims 
many different types and sizes of 
automobile truck wheels. They 
finally found it necessary to find 
some means of using oxy-acetylene 
cutting on the varied types in a 
manner which would give clean 
cuts in the shortest possible time. 
It was found that hand-cutting 
methods could be improved upon 
and costs cut down to a minimum 
by having a mechanism which 
would remove as little as possible 


of the spoke and thus give a cor-| 


to accommodate the rim 
for pneumatic tires. Considerable 
milling and machining could also 
be eliminated by making smooth 
cuts in the ends of the spokes. 
tecently a service operator on 
looking over the shop devised a jig 
to accommodate all types of wheels, 
and thus gave a practical solution 
to the problem. The jig was of 
very simple construction and re- 
quired but little time to fabricate. 
The base was made up from an old 
brake drum and three steel sup- 
ports which were welded together, 
to form a sort of three-legged stool. 
A truck wheel is placed on this, 
the steel shaft is dropped through 
the hub and then a cone fastened

shaft. Another cone is dropped on 
the shaft and tightened to the 
wheel. The upper cone corresponds 


to the size of the hub, thus insur-| 
ing correct centering of the wheel} 


on the jig. Lastly, the arm carry- 


ing the cutting blowpipe is dropped | 
over the shaft and the cutting de-| 


vice is ready for operation. The 
blowpipe is lighted and the snaft is 
revolved by hand. The cut is made 
as near as possible to the old rim. 


With the jig the cuts are always 
made at equal distance from the 
hub and there is no distortion 
when the new rim is welded on. 
This cutting jig operates effi- 
ciently and has greatly reduced 
costs. It has also enabled the tire 


rim manufacturers to handle more 


jobs with a promise of quicker de- 
livery to the truck owners. This 
firm has accordingly instituted

FIND NO DIFFICULTY 
IN ACCESSORY SALES; 


STRESS RIGHT BUYING 


HEN asked to account for the 

success of his wholesale and 
retail accessory business in this 
day of supposedly next-to-impos- 
sible satisfactory accessory sales, 
R. W. Brownwell, president of 
Walker & Barnwell, Inc., Atlanta, 
said: 

“Accessories are not so hard to 
sell if anybody will go at the job 
in the right way. They are about 
the easiest things to sell I know of 
—providing intelligent thought is 
devoted to the business of buying 
them in the first place 

“Give the public and your dealers 
what they want in the line of acces- 
sories,” continued Brownwell, “and 
I'd say the ‘sky's the limit’ right 
enough. The public, particularly 
the ever-growing army of younger 
members of the motoring public, 
will buy just about any shiny. 
bright, dressy accessory, practical 
or impractical, as long as it will 
dress up the car and make it look 
like a few more dollars, and a little 
more ‘ritzy.’ 

“Don't get the idea we sell cheap, 
tiny junk at a special price, or any- 
thing like that. We think the great- 
est mistake an independent dealer 
can make is to try and compete 
with mail-order houses and chain 
stores with his accessory depart- 
ment. That just can’t be done, too 
many are trying it and are taking 
a beating. 

“The independents can’t beat the 
chain store on price; that’s the 
chain store game! We carry some 
of the items found in the mail- 
order catalogues and the chain 
store counters, but we don't say 
much about ‘em. We cater to the 
owner of the higher priced car, and 
we sell at a profit. If we can’t make 
a profit on one particular sale, we 
don’t attempt to handle it—but we 
haven't lost many in our nine years 
of business.” 

Brownwell and his partner, J. R. 
Walker, hold the joint conviction 
that no matter how much equip- 
ment comes on the car from the 
hands of the manufacturer, there’s 
still room to add a little more. 

To prove their contention they 
point to just one of the ten or so 
sample lines they carry—initial 
plates for automobile doors. From 
a small stock of samples, last year 
they sold about 150 sets at $10 a 
set. There’s $1,500 gross, from a 
line that has been considered dead 
for the past five years by most 
dealers! And the only effort they 
made was the arranging of a small 
display which included about a 
dozen sample plates each cut in 
a different manner. 

Although Brownwell 
caters to owners of the more expen- 
sive cars who want to show a little 
flash, he has found that a surpris- 
ing large dollar and cent volume of 
his stock is sold to the owners of 
cars in the $1,000 clas. Once upon 
a time he was inclined to deal casu- 
ally with motorists who drove up in 
the lower priced cars, figuring that 


frankly 


most likely they were after the more | 


inexpensive items, but lately he has 
found that a great many of his 
customers are people who have 
bought a $1,000 car when they had 
$1,500 to spend, intending to spend 
a good portion of the extra $500 
for accessories. 

Such cars as Packards, 


Pierce-Arrows and the like, espe- 


cially the individual jobs, are pretty | 


well equipped at the factories, but 
just the same they don’t arrive with 
chime horns, and so this company 
sells four or five horns a month 
which run well over $100 each. In 
fact this line is featured in one 
of the windows, or near the front 
of the store and several are hooked 
up at the counter ready for the cus- 
tomer to press the button.

not only the expensive horns, but 
any number of other high-priced 
accessories. 

The company depends on its 
display windows and the counter 
displays to get most of its new 
business. These displays are

sometimes more often. Naturally 
the newest and most attractive 
articles are placed in the most 
prominent spots. Every accessory 
which can be demonstrated, 
horns, cigar lighters, window 
cleaners and other movable items, 
are hooked up ready to show 
themselves off. 

Members of the firm keep in 
touch with car dealers in the ter- 
ritory and retain their goodwill, a 
policy which has resulted not only 
in sales to the dealers but, at a 
later date, more sales to the car 
owners. 

It is good business for the dealer 
to do all ne can to help dress up the 
car he handles, for the well-dressed 
car is the one which gets most of 
the community’s praise and free 
advertising, and such comment yoes 
a long way toward more sales of 
that line. 

When this firm gets hold of a 
| novelty, such as summer car seats, 
traffic signals, or mirrors, or some 
other such accessory which is likely 
to appeal to the public and which 
can be sold at a reasonable price, 
specialty salesmen are temporarly 
added to the staff. These men go 
from door-to-door in office build- 
| ings, and sometimes in the residen- 
tial districts, and bring a yreat deal 
| of business to the house. In the case 
of a special traffic light a while 
ago, these men averaged between 
forty and fifty a day each for a 
number of weeks, with an item that 
sold for one dollar.

In some of these departments 26 
different repair operations are being 
performed by jobbers for service 
retailers lacking the necessary 
equipment. The majority of the de- 
partments reviewed by Mr. Adair, 
however, confine their work to 8 or 
10 services. Prominent among these 
are piston grinding, piston pin 
fitting, valve refacing, connecting 
rod aligning, brake relining, fly 
gear installations and con- 
necting rod rebabbitting. 

The survey shows that these ser- 
vices are appreciated by the retail 
trade. The work stimulates their 
purchase of equipment and these 
departments are constant  pro- 
moters of service parts sales 

The M. E. A. is doing a grand 
work with these surveys. This one 
in particular covers 20 pages, sug- 
gests shop layouts, lists a number 
of alternative set-ups of equipment 
of different types, quotes prices 
charged for mechanical services 
and wages paid mechanics in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, as well 
as covering such subjects as depart- 
ment profits, advertising methods, 
dealer reactions and other essen- 
tial details. 

Other surveys by the same de- 
partment have covered aircraft mor- 
ket, super-service stations, and the 
bus and truck field.

LEADERS WEAK 


G. M., Chrysler and 
Packard Sag: Few 
Gains Are Made

The shares of accessory and 
equipment companies continue to 

show greater strength than is 
present in the rest of the motor 
list. This is due in a great mea- 
sure to the, continued demand of 
the Ford Motor Company for 
parts and equipment. This com- 

pany thus far has shown less cur- 
tailment of activity than the other 
large car and truck producers, and 
as a result companies having con- 
tracts to supply it with material 
are still operating at hich levels. 

The general news of the industry 
was more bearish in the rast week 
than for some time. For instance, 
the complete registration figures for 
all states for May showed a decided 
drop in sales in Mav under April, 
while the usual trend is upward in 
that month. 

General Motors, Chrysler and 
Packard all were weak, leaving the 
passenger car group without any 
leadership. Hudson, wh'‘ch has one 
of the best records so far this year, 
was unable to make any headway, 
although it is the general belief that 
if this stock can get a good start in 
a strong market it will go far. 
Earnings of Hudson in the first six 
months of this vear are expected to 
reach $10,690,009, erual to $6.63 a 
share, compared with $577 a share 
in the corresponding period of last 
year. This is consicered a great 
achievement for Hudson and re- 
flects an increased demand for both 
the Hudscn and Essex cars 

Among the automotive stocks 
that went against the general 
trend in the past week were Bohn 
Aluminum and Brass, which ad- 
vanced more thin two points to 


129, and Borg-Warner, which was 
up slightly. Briggs & Stratton 
advanced some five points, but 
dropped back to 40', for a 2% 


point net gain, and Bullard was 
up more than three points for 
the week. Link Belt, MotoMeter, 
Mullins and Trico were also 
strong. 

The greatest weakness in the past 
week as far as groups are con- 
cerned was shown by the tire com- 
panies’ stocks. the price average 
dropping off 3.50, compared with 
a gain of 1.30 in the preceding week 
Goodrich dropped five points and 
Goodyear seven. 


With the usual seasonal produc- 


tion recession now on, motor stocks 
are naturally displaying weakness. 
New models, however, are resulting 


in the speeding up of the output of 
numerous plants, and it is likely 
retail sales of many companies will 
show increases next month. How- 
ever, as far as the industry as a 
whole is concerned, the drop in 
Ford sales will probably keep sales 
from showing gains.
